Line  Coaches  Pete  Langhorst  and  Ben  Jacques  and  End  Coach  Don  Rosback,  the  fightin; 
Blue  Jays  compiled  an  impressive  3  wins,  4  losses  and  one  tie  record  over  a  rugged  8 
game  schedule.  Led  by  co-captains  James  Krieter  and  Robert  Moenkhaus,  the  Jays  playec 
inspired  ball  throughout  the  season.  Numerous  injuries  to  key  men  seemed  to  plagui 
the  team  in  the  month  of  October  when  the  gridders  dropped  four  in  a  row  to  powerful 
foes.

Al  Southon,  alert  linebacker,  speared  a  short  flip  by  the  Eureka  quarterback,  Bill  Owen 
and  behind  some  timely  blocking  raced  thirty-five  yards  down  the  sideline  for  the  touch 
down.  This  score  set  the  stage  for  Sloan's  second  successful  conversion  which  proved 
be  the  ultimate  margin  of  victory. 

The  game  as  a  whole  was  a  rather  pleasing  one  in  the  light  of  the  fact  that  few  o: 
the  players  had  had  more  than  a  week  of  conditioning  and  practicing  together.  Then 
were  remarkably  few  fumbles  for  the  wetness  of  the  field  and  the  ball.

This  front 
line  strength  was  augmented  with  the  depth  of  Captain  Raymond  Whitehead,  Wesley 
Hummel,  and  Lloyd  Klindworth,  who  regularly  finished  early  to  give  Elmhurst  victory. 
Also  of  help  was  the  effort  of  Hinman  who,  though  he  didn't  finish  in  the  top  five, 
always  managed  to  increase  the  horror  of  the  opposition  by  adding  to  the  Jay's  aggregate 
ability.

Seniors  Mike  Gass,  Dan  Meyer,  Junior  Harold  Grote,  and  Sophomore  Eric  Gass 
brought  the  College  Conference  of  lUinois  Tennis  Championship  to  Ehnhurst  College 
for  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  school,  on  the  week-end  of  May  21-22  at 
Wheaton  College.  The  Jays  collected  a  total  of  nine  points — one  more  than  runner-up 
Millikin.  Augustana  finished  with  seven  points  to  take  third  place  and  Wheaton  was 
fourth  with  six  tallies.  North  Central — heavy  favorites  before  the  tourney,  collected 
only  three  points,  and  Lake  Forest  finished  in  the  cellar  with  a  lone  marker. 

The  tournament  followed  on  the  heels  of  a  rather  successful  season  which  saw  the 
Jays  conclude  with  an  even  5-5  record.  Against  conference  competition  the  Jays  were 
5-3  and  against  non-conference  foes  they  stood  at  0-2.  The  best  individual  mark  was 
compiled  by  H.  A.  Grote  who  won  eight  singles  encounters  while  dropping  only  two 
at  his  No.  3  singles  position.  Next  best  was  Freshman  Howie  Hohman  who  was  7-2 
at  his  No.  5  slot,  followed  by  another  Freshman,  Dick  Marquardt,  who  won  seven  and 
lost  only  three.  The  No.  4  man  for  the  Jays,  Eric  Gass,  broke  even  with  a  5-5  record 
in  singles  play,  while  his  brother,  Mike,  won  six  and  lost  four.  The  only  player  to 
have  a  losing  percentage  on  the  squad  was  No.  1  man,  Dan  Meyer,  who  collected  four 
wins  and  dropped  six  matches. 

Given  only  an  outside  chance  to  finish  high  in  the  C.C.I,  tournament,  the  Jays 
started  off  with  a  bang.  Led  by  an  upset  victory  over  Russ  Haidle  of  North  Central, 
by  Dan  Meyer,  the  Jays  picked  up  enough  points  at  the  end  of  the  first  day  of  play 
to  tie  Millikin  for  the  lead.  The  second  day  saw  the  second  doubles  team  of  Grote  and 
Eric  Gass  win  a  close  three  set  final  over  Millikin's  doubles  duo,  to  win  the  champion- 
ship in  that  division.  Following  a  brief  rest,  Grote  returned  to  the  court  to  battle 
Wheaton's  Dave  Burnham  in  a  tense,  tight  final-round  match,  which  hung  in  balance 
until  the  winning  lob  sailed  over  Burnham's  head  tor  match  point,  breaking  an  8-8 
tie  with  Millikin  and  giving  victory  to  the  Bluejays.
